There was a time when there was a 


contest waging between the north and 
*he south as to which Bhould bo crowned 
king—corn or cotton. Thoee days have 
passed. Neither corn nor cotton is ta^, 
and tho people ot both sections of. tie 
country have ceased to take ony interest 
as to which of the two products shall he 
greatest. 


There was n time when the south could 


boast of only two things—cotton arid 
slaves. There was not at that time a 
manufacturing establishment of any cote 
in nil theeontb. Aside frcm the cotton 
gin, there was hardly a piece of improved 
machinery for tbe plantation in all that 
country. In these ihincs the south was 
nearly fifty jears behind the time when 
the civil war brcko out. In enterprise, 
education and growth, the south was as 
unlike the north as if it belonged to a 
different continent. Freedom rnude the 
north strong, progressive, enlightened, 
Slavery made the south sluggish, wetk 
in educational progress, aristocratic. 


But since th« civil wor (hero lias beoc 


created a new south, cotton has done 
well, but other industries have dono well 
also. In USS5, tho eoufcu sent 100.COO 
tons of manufactured iron to the north > 
and in 18SC the tons shipped northward 
reached over 1-10,000. This is encour- 
aging, but it is still more encouraging 
to note that the entire southern product 
of pig iron in 1885 was 712,000 tons, 
•while in 1SSG the product will not fall 
short ot 1,000,000 tons. Tbe 
furnace 


capacity ot tho south is still increasing, 
and it is estimated that the product of 
pig iron in that part ot the Union will be 
at least 1,500,000 tons. 


These facts sho\r how well tho south is 


progressing under the free labor system. 
Under the leadership of Uavic, of Tombs, 
of Benjamin, of Breckenridge and o£ 
others who believed hlavery was divine, 
the south was.deud so far us developing 
its resources was concerned, but under 
the now order ot things brought about 
by republican principles, to which *he 
south was bitterly hostile, that part of 
the^Uuion has made far greater progress 
m the past fittcon years than it did in the 
forty years immediately proceeding the 
fhe war. There is still room for greater 
progress in the south. It still needs the 
aid ot protection and needs more cotton 
to tho acre and more manufactories than 
it does the southern system of politics.

Aid. Croft, of the special committee of 


one alderman 
from each ward—Aid, 


Croft, Thorougbgood, Fathers, Gsorge 
aid J. B. McLean—to whom had been 
referred the proposition ofBulloak & Co. 
for the construction ot water works in 
this oity, presented the following: 
To the Mayor and Common Council: 


The special oommitteo appointed by 


the mayor at our last meeting to consider 
a proposition made to the city of Janes- 
villo by Samuel It.

irjiinizod by the election of Mayor Wi- 
iane as chairman and City Clerk C. E. 
Jhuroh os secretary. 
There was a large attendance of citi-

Aldermoii X. T. Croft explained that 
hile considering the proposition and 
laking up the report of the committee 
3 had written a letter to Major D. A.

Aid. Croft then quoted from

>eople last March [and almost unani- 
mously adopted, and that tbe works 
would bo ready for trial in a few days. 
Mr, Croft stated that ho thought the 
proposition of Samuel Bullock & Co. a 
sood on,?, and it ought to be accepted. 


Mayor Winnns remarked that this was 


a matter for the citizens to consider; as 
tb* matter now stood tbo common coun_ 
oil could not oct on the proposition, and 
he .invited the gentlemen present to 
express their views. 


Mr. JQ. S. Woodruff remarked that 


good daal of time had been spent consid 
enng tho question of water woik.3, ant 
ho thought it had been decided that the 
oity should, build and own thoir works. 
Tho water commissioners had spent con- 
siderable valuable time in considering 
the question, and took it for granted that 
ihey were as good men as could bo 
selected. There was always some body 
:o oppose any enterprise inaugurated in 
ihecity. He thought, notwithstanding 
.his favorable proposition, tbat the water 
rorSs should bo built and owned by tbe 
sty. If built by a private company we 
would be compelled to asl; favors of 
hem. Janesville could build tbo works 
s cheap as anybody, and operate them,

[Ihe best proposition 
received then was 8G.EOO for 125 hydrants 
Tho present expense of the fire depart- 
ment is from S7.000 to $7,500 per year 
According to the last proposition 170 
hydrants will cost S-4,500 per year. He 
thought tho oztra §3.000 between the 
cost of the water works and the present 
expense of tte fire department wculd 
support two hose caits and afford much 
better fire protection than two engines 
taking suction from the river or from the 
few Cre cisterns. Tbo gentleman repre- 
senting Messrs. Bullock & Co. had in- 
formed him that if the city wished to 
purcbss» at any time, the 
franchise 


would cost them nothing, as it 
received without coet. Ho thought the 
proposition lees than any oity could build 
them, and much less per hydrant then 
Oshkonh, Fond du Lao. Beloit, Racine or 
aoy cities in tho state. Ho was now in 
favor ot a private company. 


Captain Pliny Norcross was called out. 


He remurked lhat he had always favored 
a private company, believing it best and 
cheapest for tue city, but had no idea 
tbat BO favorable a proposition would be 
made. 
Tfco whole city should pay for 


water for tiro protection, and private 
individuals should pay for what they use 
It was claimed thut tho city could run tbo 
works and make money out ot it. 
The 


city bad no business to do tbat. 
He 


heartily favorod the acceptance of this 
proposition, and was willing to givu SI00 
to have it accepted now. In his opinion 
it would oofct the oity 5200,000 to build 
the works; mouoy could not be secured 
for loss than live per cent., and as a bns- 
inoHS mutter the proposition oC tho pii- 
vato compauy was the better of the two. 
Captain Pliny 
Norcross thanked the 


mayor for calliug tbe meeting; and whilo 
he had thought tho water commissioners 
had gone >cryf>Iow, lie was now glad that 
they had, and hoped they would go 
slower until tbi? new proposition could 
be accepted.) 


L. B. Carle refpouded to calls stating 


that he had nlwajs favored a private 
company putting in the works.

some inanter lo be hereinafter BB"'fd 
upon. 


A. A. JuckEon had always been in favor 


ot a private company, andalwaysoppostd 
o tbe city owning them. Tho city gov- 
ernment has charge of its municipal 
affairs. 
\Vhun a proposition of this luud 


comes up us to what is best for tbo city 
to do on (he question of fire supply, the 
question for the Council to decide is how 
wo can got tbo best tr.pply for tho least 
amount [of money. Ho concurred with 
Mr. Norcross on tbe question of the 
people USIUK VUP; water. He wanted to 
use water but he didn't want to pay for 
his neigbbor's firo protection. Ho be- 
lieved it to be unjaet, illegal and im- 
proper taxation. 
Every citizen should 


take wliat water ue wants and pay for it 
and the whole oity pay for its Cre protec- 
tion. 


A, E. Burpee ronponled to loud callsi 


stating that ho at one time favored the 
oity building the works, because be 
thonght it the chcopest.

If they 
can furnish wate^ at £4.500 per year, the 
city had better take it. 


Dr. Henry Palmer responded by stat-

caeeiou last winter the Gazette favored 
private ownership behoving tbat a better 
service would be provided and at a 
cheaper rate than the uity could supply, 
and also behoving that city owuerabip, 
would result in political complications 
that 
would be both 
annoying and 


disastrous to the city's welfare. When 
the ground was canvassed a majority o( 


thotai payers r'avored city ownership 
and with that object in view a board of 
wattr commissioners was elected; the 
men placed in nomination by 
both 


parties were men of integrity and ability 
Auy 
one 
ot 
the ten men named 


would havo been satisfactory to the 
tax payers, tho only preference being 
on the pronounced opinion of early con- 
struction by tho men eleotod. 


The Gozette endorsed the action of 


a majority of the tax payers for oity own- 
ership, believing that tho majority has 
tho right to rule. 
The paper has ecs- 


taiued the board of water commisaioneis 
trom the day of its organisation, knowing 
the men who compose it to be honeet 
and conscientious in their work.
